Voted,  That  we  consider  ourselves  an 
Ecclesiastical  bmly,  called  and  known  by 
the  name  of  •*  The  South  Carolina  Con¬ 
vention  of  Universalists.” 

Voted,  That  Brothers  Joshua  Tengoe, 
and  Thos.  W right  of  Laurens  District  Ik^ 
received  into  fellowship  with  this  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  be  requested  to  talie  seats,  n-s  Del¬ 
egates  to  rej)resent  the  cause  of  Truth  in 
Laurens  District. 

Appointed  J.  Fbaster,  Jr.  Moderator; 
and  J.  yy.  Summers,  Clerk. 

And  aAcr  uniting  in  devout  thanksgiving 
and  prayer  to  Almighty  God,  with  Br. 
Lynch,  proceeded  to  the  following  busin<‘ss. 

Voted,  That  Brs.  E.  Lynch,'  Thomas 
Wright,  and  Joshua  Teague  be  chosen  a 
committee  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  Pro¬ 
fession  of  Faith  for  this  Convention. 

Voted,  'Pliat  a  Committee  of  three  Church 
Members  be  appointed  to  correspond  with 
the  ministering  hn  thren  in  the  Northern 
Htales,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  pub¬ 
lic  speaker  of  the  order,  to  locate  himself 
amongst  us,  and  to  report  at  the  next  Co.i- 
TCittion.  Brs.  J.  W.  !8umnicrs,  fc?nmuol 
Chapman,  and  Samuel  Summers  were  ap¬ 
pointed  said  Committee. 

V oted.  That  we  recommend  to  the  dele¬ 
gates  in  this  Convention,  who  represent 
districts  where  no  societies  are  yet  formerl, 
to  use  proper  exertions  in  their  vicinities  to 
elTecl  the  same  as  soon  as  convenient. 

Voted,  That  the  Clerk  be  required  to 
forward  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention 
with  its  drcular  letter,  to  the  Magazine  and 
Advocate,  Utica,  N.  Y.  for  publication. 

Voted,  That  if  the  above  proceedings  and 
Circular  be  published  agreeably  to  reqm^st, 
the  Clerk  be  required  to  furnish  the  Dele¬ 
gates  with  one  hundred  and  four  copies  of 
the  same. 

Voted,  That  the  South  Carolina  Con- 
'ventioD  of  Univetsalisu.  do  meet  to  contin¬ 


ue  tlirce  days,  LM;giiiuuig  on  tlic  lUlli  ul 
September  next,  at  or  luar  Mr.  Feaster s 
Fuii'heid  District,  iSoutk  Carolina. 

The  Services  were  conducted  by  Br. 
Lynch,  with  the  exception  of  a  lecture,  by 
Br.  Shecut,  in  the  afternoon  of  Friday. 
Sermons  were  delivered  on  the  following 
texts:  Friday:  Johnvii:  16,17.  Satur¬ 
day  forenoon  :  Maluehi,  iv  :  1  :  afternoon, 
pniyer  only.  Sunday,  forenoon,  no  servi¬ 
ces,  owing  to  heavy  rums :  alteraooii,  1 
John,  iv.  16. 

The  following  Constitt:tion  and  Profes¬ 
sion  of  Faith,  were  unanimously  agreed  on, 
and  accepted  by  the  Delegates  present. 

COXSTITLTION. 

Believing  in  the  doctrine  of  God’s  im¬ 
partial  grace  and  universal  benevolence  to 
be  manifested  in  tiie  salvation  ol  all  man¬ 
kind: 

We,  the  sul»scribcrs,  in  behalf  of  our¬ 
selves  and  ihe  societies  wo  represent,  licrc- 
by  agree  to  associate  oursetves  together, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  “  Soiitli 
Carolina  Convention  of  LJiiiversalists,”  un¬ 
der  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  viz ; 

Article  1st.  This  Convention  considers 
itself  a  sovereign  and  independent  body, 
with  competent  power  to  hold  and  exercise 
jurisdiction  in  atfairs  connected  with  its 
ow.i  interests ;  to  receive  into  its  fellow¬ 
ship  such  societies  and  churches  as  may 
hereafter  request  the  same  ;  and  to  with- 
dniw  fellowshiji  from,  or  labor  with,  ad¬ 
monish  or  reprove,  those  who  may  walk 
disorderly,  or  unlKcoming  the  Christian 
cliaractcr. 

Article  2(1.  If  shall  have  power  to  grant 
letters  of  f ‘Mowshii)  and  ordination  to  can¬ 
didates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  and  to  re¬ 
call  them,  M  lien  occasion  may  require. 

Article  3J.  No  preacher  shall  be  licensed 
or  ordained  by  this  Convention,  unless  by 
his  own  consent :  he  being  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  approved  qualifications  as 
a  gospel  preacher. 

Article  4th.  No  society,  church  or  prea¬ 
cher  shall  he  received  iut<r  thcfellowshij)  ol 
this  Convention,  unless  they  shall  have  first 
subscribed  to  the  Profession  of  I'aiih  hirc- 
inafter  meutioned. 

Article  uth.  This  Convention  shall  meet 
once  a  year  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall 
be  determined  on  at  a  previous  met  ting  of 
the  Convention  :  And  all  associated  bodies 
under  its  jurisdiction  siiall  he  represented 
at  each  meeting,  by  at  least  two  delegates 
and  a  letter  stating  the  condition  of  the  body, 
tlie  numlwr  of  the  members,  &.c. 

Article  6th.  There  shall  be  chosen  annu¬ 
ally  at  the  meeting  of  tlie  Convention,  a 
Moderator  to  pres^  over  the  deliberations 


of  the  same,  and  a  Clerk,  who  shall  record 
all  proceedings  of  the  body  in  a  book,  to  be 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  to  he  de¬ 
livered  to  his  successor  in  oHice. 

PROFESSION'  OF  FAITH.' 

Article  1st'.  \S  e  lielieve  in  one  God,  the 
Creator,  Preserver,  Upholder  and  Gover¬ 
nor  of  all  things,  inftnitc  in  all  his  attri- 
Imtcs  ;  which  God  is  unity,  indivisible  and 
immutable. 

Article  2d.  We  believe  in  one  Lord,  Je¬ 
sus  Christ,  the  f?on  of  God,  ordained  to  be 
the  Saviour  of  l!ie  world,  through  the  me¬ 
dium  of  (he  gospel  and  the  power  of  the 
resurrection  ;  and  bv  and  through  whom 
our  licHVfidy  Father  has  irrcvociihly  de¬ 
creed  to  reconcile  all  mankind  to  himself, 
and  tltus  to  render  them  holy  and  happy  in 
ihe  life  to  come. 

Article  3d.  We  believe  the  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New-Testaiiients  contain  u 
revelation  of  God  to  man,  and  that  the  doc¬ 
trines  and  precepts  therein  set  forth,  by  the 
aid  of  our  rational  faeultics,  arc  a  sufficient 
rule  and  guide  for  our  faith  and  praeiice ; 
and  as  such  we  receive  them ;  and  God 
helping,  we  promise,  according  to  our  abili¬ 
ty,  to  walk  and  act  agreeably  thereto. 

CIRCULAR  LETTER. 

The  South  Carolina  Convention  of  Univer- 
sclists,  to  the  Uiiivcrsalist  societies,  and 
believers  in  the  God-honoring  doctrine  of 
the  final  restitution  of  all  things  to  holi¬ 
ness  and  happiness,  through  the  atone¬ 
ment  made  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  ia 
this  state  ;  ami  the  ministers  of  the  ever¬ 
lasting  covenant,  all  the  societies,  and 
every  humble  believer  in  God’s  heritage, 
to  whom  this  episdc  shall  come,  sendetli 
Chi  istian  salutation  and  love  ; 

Beloved  brethren — Among  the  many 
blessings  which  have  Ixs  n  atlorded  us,  by 
a  kind  ami  heavenly  Parent,  we  have  re¬ 
cently  enjoyed,  for  the  first  time,  a  distin- 
guisiicd  one  :  for  wc  have  been  enabled  to 
meet  ill  Convention,  vbere  we  had  the  plea¬ 
sure  not  only  of  inciting  the  old  friends  and 
fatiii  rs  in  tlie  Faith,  but  strt  nsrers  ;  men  of 
notoriety,  and  eminence  in  society,  whom 
Wi:  bad  not  known  before,  pud  who  were 
equally  iiitcrtsled  m  Ihe  cause  of  mental 
emancipation.  Less  than  three  months 
ago.  this  stale  comd  number  no  more  than 
oiictncictv  pndessing  to  ts  lieve  in  the  glo¬ 
rious  do;i;:iiC  “That  as  in  Adam  all  die, 
even  so  h:  Christ  shall  all  he  made  alive.” 
and  that  one  (miisisusl  of  fourteen  mcndiers 
only.  Oil  the  present  occiision  there  were 
three  oilier  tlourishing  soeietles,  and  one 
district,  represented  in  Convention ;  and 
the  number  of  church  members  amounts  to 
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ciglity-thrce.  The  spirit  of  Theological 
inquiry  is  abroad.  The  grand  question  is. 

Is  orthodoxy  a  truth?  arc  a  part,  or  all  ot 
4he  human  family  liable  to  tiie  torments  of 
a  never  ending  hell  in  tlie  life  to  come  ?  We 
pr  iy  for  (iod’s  Wessing,  that  the  holy  vol¬ 
ume  uiuy  not  l>e  read  and  examined  with  a 
predisposition  to  make  it  yield  to  a  narrow 
creed  or  a  sectarian  dogma ;  for  thus  it  can 
never  be  the  instrument  in  the  hand  of  tlie 
All-wiso  Parent,  to  bring  hia  oflspring  to 
the  Light. 

It  is  a  drnlorahlc  truth,  that  many  minds 
loo  ooli-  f  *  he  fettered  by  pricsterafl,  not 
hav  '7'irt'  i  or  disposition  to  examine  for 
themselves,  nor  having  heard  the  word  of 
lili:  preached,  have  foundered  on  the  quick¬ 
sands  of  Deism ;  and  wc  are  furtlicr  aware, 
that  many  men  of  benevolei’.t  and  pliilan- 
throphic  feelings,  arc  too  rational  to  believe 
in  the  sublimated  mysteries  of  orthodoxy, 
and  for  that  reason  have  not,  as  yet,  enlisted 
under  the  creeds  of  the  day.  T()  such  we 
wish  the  word  of  life  preached  ;  for  we 
know  that  it  would  have  a  salutary  eiiect  on 
them. 

Brethren,  our  communion  was  sweet : 
one  universal  hurst  of  good  feeling  prevailed 
throughout — nothing  oceurred  to  mar  our 
happiness.  It  was  unfortunate  for  the  Con¬ 
vention,  that  the  ago  and  infirmity  of  Hr. 
Shecut  prevented  liim  from  continuing  with 
us  longer  than  till  Saturda}'  morning,  hut 
God’s  will  bo  done.  The  “  glad  tidings  of 
great  joy  which  shall  l*e  unto  all  people" 
were  disi>ensed  by  Br.  E.  Lyiicli  with  abili¬ 
ty,  and  while  we  were  bedewed  with  the 
droppings  of  the  stmetuary,  many  were  coit- 
Slraincd  to  dc  lare  that  it  was  good  for  them 
to  be  there.  The  house  of  worship  was 
well  attended  on  the  twa»  first  days  of  our 
session,  and  a  number  of  persons  on  tlie 
tliiid,  notwilhslanding  the  incessant  rain 
that  icU  in  the  forenoon.  The  interest  in 
having  the  doctrine  preached  was  manifes¬ 
ted  by  the  attendance  of  some  who  lived 
twenty,  tliirty  and  filly  miles  distant.  This 
Convention  feels  grateful  to  m my  of  our 
brethren  at  the  north,  in  that  they  have  been 
valuable  instruments  in  the  hand  of  God  to 
render  us  incalculable  service,  botli  by  means 
of  periodicals  and  bound  volumes,  (esjie- 
cially  Br.  Ballou  in  his  treatise  on  the 
atonement,)  which  have  been  freely  circa - 
Intcd  among  us.  to  the  prnlit  of  maisy.  In 
this  part  of  the  Lord's  heritage,  the  laborers 
arc  few’.  While  the  north  is  giving  up, 
shall  we  keep  back  ?  IS'o :  wc  will  inanifi  »t 
a  becoming  zeal  in  a  good  cause.  Tlu 
promise  is,  it  must  and  ultimately  iviU  jire- 
vail. 

The  do-.’trine  of  universal  benevolthce 
has  been  disiiensed  among  us,  lor  the  Iasi 
nge,  «  hh  bill  little  success.  The  reason  of 
Wh'ih  was,  D.  Martin,  the  father  of  the 
cr  lie  in  this  vicinity,  was  a  preacher  of 
dead'  until  becoming  disgusted  witit  tltc 
incou‘.,ienc;e3  of  the  belief  and  the  cleri¬ 
cal  or  '.'ssions  by  which  the  church  was 
tlicn.  and  still  is  fettered,  thonglit  fit  to 
burst  the  bands  and  be  free.  So  far  be  acted 
nobly ;  but  like  other  men  he  was  imper¬ 


fect  ;  he  eoulondcd  for  the  (Opposite  extreme, 
exchiiling  church  government  iind  the  la¬ 
borer's  hire,  as  being  ruinous  and  sectarian. 
llissiKxcssorsimddiseivlcs,  Kev.  G.  Clutp- 
mati  end  Kev!  I!.  I,ync!i,  honestly  pursued 
tile  same  course  until  recently.  Tiiis  may 
arcoiiut  w  hy  tlu*  cause  progressed  sc  slowly 
ainong>t  us,  and  w  hy  there  are  no  societies 
of  the  order  formed.  'J'iine  and  cxiierience 
hiivc  fnily  convinced  ns  tliat  till  institutions 
must  In?  reduced  to  sy  -.Umi  and  order  :  for 
the  inaitifainancu  of  that  rehitiousliip  iii 
which  we  individually  stand  towards  socie¬ 
ty,  calls  for  the  inl’iieuce  of  chnrch  govern¬ 
ment,  which  will  we  believe  havo  tiic  desi¬ 
red  effect,  to  a  considerable  degree.  IVe 
also  recominend  that  tlie  kiborer  lie  cousiil- 
ered  wortlty  of  his  hire,  but  let  us  at  the 
same  time  shun  the  destriiclivc  vortex  of 
coiTtii»tion. 

AVe  l.'cg  leave  to  rceoninieiid  *;>  every 
ht  lievcT  1(»  w  !uun  this  may  come,  that  if  he 
has  not  yet  aUar-licd  himsi  Ifto  a  society  pro¬ 
fessing  tlic  truth  as  it  is  iii  Ji  sus,  he  would 
lose  no  time  in  doing  so.  Li  t  us  fix  a  ral¬ 
ly  in;.'- point  wherever  it  tn;iy  bn  convenient, 
and  if  s|)ii'ituul  food  cannot  be  administr  i-eil 
hy  a  living  witness,  iMirsoiially,  we  should 
not  ueglec*.  tlie  assembling  of  ourselves  to¬ 
gether,  as  the  maimer  of  some  is.  We  can 
meet  at  least  oiu-e  a  month,  and  rea.i  and 
examincllieseriptures,  and  written  sermons, 
whieli  will  be  Ibiuid  of  essentia)  advantage 
to  the  believer.  Wc  have  a  powerful  pha¬ 
lanx  in  orthodoxy  to  contend  with,  not  on¬ 
ly  principalities  and  iioweis,  hut  s|jirituul 
wiekediiess  in  high  plae-es.  It  becomes  us 
to  be  zealous  in  a  good  cause,  Hi  hold 
wliat  wc  were  half  a  century  past,  and 
what  are  oiir  numbers  at  jiresciit?  What 
does  this  argue  lor  the  cause  lifty  .'•ars 
hcticc  ?  AViil  liot  the  promise  be  realized, 
that  tlic  knowledge  of  God  will  cover  the 
earlii  as  the  w  aters  cover  the  dee])  ?  1^(1 

as  he  steadfast  in  the  faitli ;  let  us  lie  tem¬ 
perate  in  all  tilings,  shtuming  vice  of  every 
gr.ule,  and  sliow  to  the  world  that  we  are 
co-workers  of  all  gpuliiiuss  and  honevay  : 
That  wlien  wc  have*  dispenscil  the  vronl  ol 
life  to  others,  wc  oiirsclvcs  sliould  not  be 
east  aw;iy,  Witii  lively  gratitude  we  re¬ 
turn  our  undivided  tlianks  to  the  inhabitants 
of  tiiis  vicinity,  iiir  tlie  warmth  with  wliich 
tliey  received  us,  and  iirovidcl  for  our  tem¬ 
poral  wants  and  comfort,  both  IJelegales 
attd  hearers  from  ;i  distance,  without  excej)- 
tion,  and  to  Mr,  J.  Pitts,  who  assisted  in 
vocal  worsliip,  for  he  “  sung  with  the  spirit 
and  the  utidcrstanding.*’

(lod  i:i  the  plenitude  of  his  mercy,  grant 
tl'.e  spirit  of  truth,  of  love  aiul  a  sontid. 
mind,  to  intikc  you  all  faillifnl  unto  dctith, 
and  at  last  crown  you  and  all  the  posterity 
of  Adam  with  his  own  immorlalily,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  the  lledeemer.

PRACTICAL  ORTHODOXY' 

AA'^e  are  frequently  told  by  the  advocatca 
of  the  doctrine  of  endless  misery  in  a  fu¬ 
ture  state,  thj.t  their  system  of  laith  exerts 
a  powerful  moral  intluciice  on  the  hearts  of 
its  votaries,  in  deterring  them  from  iho 
commissioti  of  crime,  and  making  them 
good  and  honest  members  of  comuiutiity  ; 
but  that  quite  the  reverse  of  this,  are  the 
effects  of  that  system  which  tenciiea  tliat 
•*  God  is  love,”  that  he  is  impartially  good 
unto  all,  and  that  his  tender  mercies  are 
over  all  his  w'orks,  and  that  he  designs  Uio 
final  holiness  and  ultimate  happiness  of  all 
his  intelligont  offs[)ring.  “O !  this  is  a 
doctrine  incompatible  with  the  justice  of 
God,  licciUious  in  the  extreme,  and  denior- 
diziiigiii  its  iniluenco  upon  society  ;  it  des¬ 
troys  all  reslraint  upon  our  passions,  ami 
leaves  no  cheek  upon  our  evil  propensities." 

“  If,"  say  they,  "  wc  believed  in  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  all  men,  we  would  give  a  loose  to 
all  the  evil  passions  of  our  natures,  and  in¬ 
dulge  in  cverj  species  of  vicaand  iniquity, 
ami  no  crime  would  be  bad  enough  lor  us 
!o  commit." 

Now.  the  following  circumstance  will 
show  liow  far  the  assertion  is  true,  that  u 
bi  lief  ill  tlio  dogma  of  ciiditss  misery  will 
deter  men  fiom  the  commission  of  evime. 

!?omc  few  weeks  since,  ns  I  was  hound 
from  this  place  to  Albany,  1  received  a 
muiilicr  of  passengers  on  board  of  iny  boat, 
among  wliem  was  a  gentleman  from  the 
town  of  U — ,  (Jiieidii  co,  who  appeared  to 
be  a  very  religious  man,  and  in  conversation 
told  me  he  belonged  to  a  Hafitist  (1  think 
lie  v.iid  Calviniflic)  Church,  in  the  said 
town  of  11. 

(In  observing  ms  very  attentive  in  read¬ 
ing,  lie  inquirtd  what  subject  I  was  read¬ 
ing  tliat  was  so  interesting!  I  told  him  it 
was  “The  rich  man  in  hell,"  and  handesl 
him  the  book  for  perusal.  He  perceived  it 
wa.s  a  Uiiiversalist  publication,  and  that 
was  f  uflic  ieiit  to  couilemu  it. 

He  expressed  great  astonishment  tliat  I 
slionld  be  a  believer  in  that  doctrine.  "AV'hat 
a  pity  as  smart  a  man  as  you  appear  to  be, 
and  m  as  good  business,  should  be  u  belie¬ 
ver  in  that  licentious  doctrine  !'’ 

I  undertook  to  reason  the  case  with  him, 
but  argumoiit  was  iii  vain  ;  he  w'as  fixed 
and  firm  in  the  belief  of  endlc.ss  misery  for 
all  lliieves,  liars,  murderers,  and  finally  all 
who  were  not,  nccordiiig  to  his  notion, 
strii’lly  orthodox.  He  said  to  me  if  he 
believed  the  doctrine  of  Universal  salvation, 
as  1  do,  lie  would  lie.  ciieat  and  steal,  mur¬ 
der,  and  in  short,  there  would  be  nothing 
too  bad  fur  him  to  do,  that  lie  could  maku 
money  by.  I  told  liiin  he  was  just  such  u 
man  as  I  was  afraid  he  was,  and  we  did 
not  w  isli  men  of  such  ahaiidoned  principles 
to  believe  the  doctrine,  we  wanted  better 
men.  Here  the  conversation  ended,  it  be¬ 
ing  time  to  retire.  Being  a  little  suspicious 
of  this  orthodox  saint,  and  disciple  of  John 
Calvin,  I  ordered  a  settee  to  be  prepared 
for  myself,  along  side  his  birth. 

In  the  morning  when  I  arose,  I  left  a 
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mhhU  sum  of  money  in  n)y  bed  and  went  on  ] 
deck ;  when  tliis  piouH  man  arose,  he  won 
seen  to  takh  the  money  from  my  hirtli  and 
|>ocket  it.  VV  tolling  to  give  him  sufficient 
time  end  0{)acu  l(>r  re()entance,  I  did  not 
mention  liie  tiling  to  him  immtdialely,  but 
passed  on  through  the  day,  as  lliougli  notli- 
ing  hadfiajipened,  niitil  we  arrived  in  Selie* 
nechwiy,  liere  he  r$elt!ed  wilh  me,  and 
leA  the  boat,  but  said  nutliiiig  about  the 
money.  1  was  disposed  to  give  him  still 
furtiier  time  for  repentance,  mid  waited  Un¬ 
til  he  had  engaged  a  seat  in  the  singe  lor 
Albany,  and  was  about  ste])|iiiig  into  the 
carriage,  when  I  stepped  up  beliiiid  liim, 
and  giving  him  a  heavy  slap  with  my  huiui 
ujxm  his  shoulder,  1  said,  ‘‘{sir,  1  believe 
you  have  my  money.”  He  suddenly  turn*  d 
round  in  great  agitation,  and  as  if  to  add 
to  the  crime  already  conmiilted,  he  loid  a 
downright  falsehood,  hy  saying  he  jiieked 
the  money  up  on  the  flour,  and  intended  to 
have  spoken  to  me  about  it.  . 

Ah !  methinks,  I  could  read  in  his  eonn- 
tenanee  a  Hell  this  side  of  the  cteriiul 
world  ;  nn<],  if  his  countenance  was  a  true 
index  to  what  lie  felt  within,  1  should  judge 
he  felt  the  tortures  of  an  intolerable  Hell  in 
lii.s  own  bosom !

While  Oil  my  way  with  niy  friends  to 
the  Genoa  Association,  we  tarried  over 
Tuesday  niglit  with  some  good  hearted  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  town  of  Scipio.  Among  tlie 
iruihitudc  was  an  elderly  lady,  a  zealous 
vindicator  of  the  doctrine  of  endless  mise¬ 
ry,  very  cliigmatic,  somewhat  preposscsse-d 
and  superstitious,  and  alitllc  bigotted  with¬ 
al,  8hc  boasted  of  having  destroyed  many 
numbers  of  the  Advocate  by  fire,  while  it 
was  in  the  liamls  of  Br.  Everett,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  a  connexion  of  hers 
from  being  ensnared  by  the  matter  therein 
contained,  t'he  asserted  that  she  was  well 
acquainted  with  the  Bible,  and  boasted  that 
slic  had  “read  it  through,  liy  course,  six  or 
seven  times.”  Universalism  in  her  opin¬ 
ion  was  a  licentious  doctrine,  and  If  triic, 
people  might  lie,  steal,  get  drunk,  and  com¬ 
mit  all  mamier  of  vice,  and  go  to  heaven  af¬ 
ter  all,  liir  there  was  no  hell  in  the  doctrine, 
to  te.ake  them  religious,  and  if  they  went 
to  heaven,  they  must  go  there  for  their 
wickedness.”  One  of  my  friends  told  her 
lie  Iiad  no  doubt  if  she  could  put  hell  out  of 
the  wa}',  she  “  wouhl  serve  the  devil  like  a 
house  oil  fire.”  .4fter  shewing  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  tlic  worship  of  God  through 
a  sense  of  l-.is  gootlness,  and  a  worshiji 
thrciigh  the  slavish  fear  of  hell ;  the  supe¬ 
riority  of  one  oyer  the  other ;  after  enfor¬ 
cing  the  necessity  of  charily,  and  reminding 
her  tiiut  charity  is  superior  to  faith  and  eve¬ 
ry  other  Christian  grace,  being  the  “fulfil¬ 
ling  of  the  law,”  and  the  “  bond  of  perfect¬ 
ness,”  slie  finally  consented  that  there  were 
some  Clirisiiaus  tiniong  all  denomiiiatious, 
except  the  Viiirerealista  ! 

It  was  soinetliing  new  to  her  tliat  Univer- 
suli.sls  believed  in  a  change  oflieart.  This 
was  something  favorable  to  them  :  but  then 
all  could  not  be  saved,  for  all  do  not  meet 
’.yith  a  change  in  this  life,  and  furtlteriQore 
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s'.ie,  •*  As  the  tree  falls,  so  it  shall 
lu- :  ilciith  leaves  us,  so  judgment  will 

f.nd  iw.”  1  remarked,  that  was  traditional 
scrijiUire,  and  happened  not  to  be  in  theJli- 
blo.  At  this  assertion  she  npjwared  con¬ 
founded —  he  km  w  it  was  in  tlie  Ilihle— 
she  hod  "  read  it  many  a  time,”  T(»  save 
firlhiT  disjruU",  I  told  iier  we  were  going  to 
attend  the  Association,  and  would  pro!)ai)ly 
return  in  two  days,  and  if  she  would  find 
that  [lassage  in  ihe  I’ilde,  in  that  lime,  i- 
would  pay  her  ten  dollars.  f^he  veadilv 
accepted  the  proposition,  and  said  she  v.  onl . 
give  me  ten  dollars  i(  slit;  did  no/ find  it. 

I  returned  according  to  .appointment,  hat 
she  had  not  yet  Ibinid  the  text,  she  had 
searehetl,  and  scarelicd  in  vain.  It  seems 
Ihe  old  lady  laid  looked  where  it  icae,  and 
it  was  tiot  there.  8lic  then  requested  me 
to  find  it,  but  I  informed  her  it  eoiihl  not  he 
found  where  it  was  not.  After  mr  nifest- 
ing  much  patieuee  ami  forl  earau.-e,  and 
rending  to  hcryonr  sermon  in  iho  Ad'oeate, 
delivered  at  the  de.lieation  of  the  Genoa 
Meeting  House,  she  seemed  tmu  ii  more  fa¬ 
vorably  disposed  towards  Gnivcrsalists,  and 
pronounced  the  sermon  a  viay  gooil  one. 
!She  tlien  appeared  in  her  rigiit  mind,  less

leaves  us  so  jiidgnieiit  will  lind  us,”  w.as  in 
tlie  Billie,  ami  liiut  too,  “in  one,  versi'.”  1 
offi  red  her  any  length  of  time  .slie  wi  dicd, 
to  find  the  passage,  which  slu  promised  she 
would,  and  send  it  to  me  as  soon  e.s  sin 
found  it.  Alore  than  ten  weeks  have  nou 
elapsed,  and  I  have  not  lieard  from  the  ladv. 
What  think  you,  will  I  lose  my  ten  dol¬ 
lars  ?  ■  A,  C.

stone  !  Tlinnk  God,  La  Fayette  ami  other 
kindred  spirits,  have  put  it  in  motion,  and 
we  do  devoutly  hope  it  will  rontinne  to 
move  downward  till  it  demolishes  every  efep 
on  the  "stairs”  of  nmliition  and  t3’ranny, 
iiringing  crowns  to  the  dust  and  kings  to  a 
level  witli  the  people.  In  this  country  the 
miilstoiie  was  hroiiglit  to  the  ground  more 
ilian  half  a  centurv  ago,  and  lliough  certain 
f  .'hristian  party  in  politics  men  are  endeav¬ 
oring  to  t.iiild  “stains”  to  a  throne  and  to 
raise  the  stone  up  again  over  the  heads  of 
tlie  people,  wo  trust  in  God,  that  the  spirit 
of  a  Washington  may  confound  tlieir  im- 
ligliteoiis  nnehiimlioris.

We  believe 
tli::t  iiotliing  is  to  be  feared  from  error,  if 
truth  is  lell  free  to  combat  it. 

And  what  did  the  Jewish  High  Priests 
think,  in  the  days  of  our  Lord  !  They  ac¬ 
cused  him  as  a  relicl ;  adisorganizer,  a  friend 
of  the  peo)i!e — puhlicaiis  and  sinners — 
ag.aiiist  the  divine  right  of  their  tyrants  ; 
as  u])estilential  fellow  ;  a  mover  of  sedition; 
an  enemy  to  religion,  good  government,  ami 
the  established  order  of  things;  as  a  re¬ 
former  and  the  friend  of  lilierly  aiidcqiiali- 
l\’,  wliieh  he  truly  was.  \\  ith  them  it  was 
a  dangerous  thing  to  alter  the  religion  of  the 
Ihiqiire.  Such  a  thing  would  destroy  rc- 
liaioii  ami  throw  all  the  elements  of  society’, 
as  the  printers  would  say’,  into  pi.  But 
liiough  it  “  yvas  liard  to  remove  tlie  niill- 
stoiu',"  by  the  divine  power  he  did  “  thrust 
it  oil'  the  first  stair,”  and  it  came  to  the 
ground — no  longer  a  terror  to  the  friends  ol 
liberty  and  free  inquiry.

noise  Irenieiuloiis  in  the  ears  of  all  partial- 
ists  r.nd  religious  iiiloleraiils.  I.et  it  go  yvt 
say  : — be  il  tmrs  to  kick  it  doyvnwani,  till  il 
finds  its  level  on  llie  oarih.  We  feel  very 
friendly  to  the  Mirror  Editor  and  to  Dr. 
Ely  :  and  should  be  very  sorry  to  see  tlietn 
liurtcr  injured.  But  yve  assure  tliem  their 
foundation  is  failing,  and  yve  affectionately 
exl:oit  them  to  make  a  scasouable  retreat.

A  good 
share  of  talent  is  dtsplaved  in  his  composition. 
We  greet  him  as  a  brother  of  the  corps  editorial. 
We  have  also  received  the  first  number  of  the 
Reformed  Christian  Gmtde,”  edited  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  city  of  New- York  by  John  Samuel 
Thompson.  It  is  a  pamphlet  of  24  duodeci¬ 
mo  pages,  to  be  published  in  monthly  numliers, 
and  according  to  the  title  page,  is  "  designed  to 
promote  a  chaste  education,  to  reclaim  and  de¬ 
fend  primitive  Cliristianity,  and  to  arrest  the 
progress  of  error  .mil  infidelity."  In  his  gene¬ 
ral  view  of  the  Christian  doctrines  contained  in 
this  No.,  Mr.  T.  maintains  the  wicked  will  be 
tormented  fora  while  in  another  world,  and  then 
annihilated!  He  excludes  alike  tlie  "  Socinian, 
Vnirersalist,  Trinitarian,  QuaJier,  and  Sieeden- 
borgian”  views.  Whether  this  R formed  Guide, 
will  be,  on  the  whole,  any  rrformation  upon  his 
former  publications,  or  not,  time  perhaps  will 
determine. 

Whether  Mr.  T.  mc.mt  to  draw  his  own  por¬ 
traiture,  as  the  original  ha.s  existed  for  several 
years  past,  in  tlic  following  paragraph,  wele.tve 
him  and  his  former  renders  .ind  accpiainlanccs 
to  say.  Speaking  of  the  causes  which  obstruct 
the  progress  of  true  religion,  liesjys: — 

"  Another  cause  injurious  to  the  interests 
of  truth  and  religion  is,  the  extrawngance  of 
a  rash  and  sectarian  spirit.  Alas!  how 
prone  are  men  to  act  in  religious  afikirslike 
wholesale  dealers  in  merchandize.  Noth¬ 
ing  is  of  mure  frequent  occurrence  th:in  de¬ 
sertion  from  one  sect,  and  a  new  alliance 
with  another  of  the  most  diverse  habits  and 
opinions  !  This  extravagance  is  carried  t(» 
the  pulp!',  and  the  hallowed  place  is  profa¬ 
ned  by  contmstc.'l  hyperboles,  which  often 
induce  modesty  an<l  truth  to  veil  their  faces 
for  shame.  One  professed  Minister  of  Ke- 
ligiun  denounces  all  who  cannot  attniii  to  the 
same  height  of  lecling,  or  to  the  same  deep 
humiliation  of  implicit  faith  with  himself, 
as  worthy  subjects  of  iiitcrminahlc  pain,  or 
suitable  fuel  ior  the  devouring  fire  of  an 
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endless  hell.  Another,  supposing  that  he 
too,  holds  the  key  of  knowledge,  proclaims 
indiscriuliiiately,  an  equal  salvation  and  a 
uniform  heaven  for  tiie  most  devoted  saint 
and  the  mrist  abandoned  profligate.  Oh, 
fye  on  such  extravagance !”  S. 

ILLUSTRATION  OF  SCRIPTURE. 

“  For  they  arc  nol  all  Israel,  that  nre  of  Israel.” 

Jiumaoo  ix:  0. 

This  passage  is  often  brought  forward  as  an 
argument  against  tlie  salvation  of  all  men,  as 
supposed  by  Uiiivvrsalists  to  be  taught  by  Paul ; 
Rom.  xit  26.  "  And  so  ell  Israel  shall  be  sa- 

reth’'’^  It  is  immediately  replied  by  Calvinists : 
'‘All)  true,  all  shall  be  saved  :  but  then 

you  must  remember  that  titcy  are  not  all  Israel 
that  arc  of  IsraeL” 

Fur  an  understanding  of  this  passage  we  ask 
the  reader  to  take  his  Bible,  turn  to  the  place, 
and  read  the  context  in  whii  h  tlic  words  are 
found.  He  will  perceive  the  apostle  ctminicii- 
ces  the  chapter  by  bewailing  and  lamenting  the 
unh.ippy  state  and  condition  in  which  Israel  then 
was,  because  of  untielicf,  i.  c.  the  great  majori¬ 
ty  of  the  nation,  the  mass  of  Israel  was  unbeliev¬ 
ing.  “I  have,”  s.ays  lie,  “  great  heaviness,  and 
confinual  sorrow  in  heart.  Fori  could  w’ish  that 
myself  were  accursed  from  Cliri.st,  [excluded 
from  the  privileges  of  the  gospel  for  a  season,  if 
thereby  I.srael  could  enjoy  them,]  for  my  breth¬ 
ren,  my  kinsmen  according  to  the  flesh  :  who 
ARE  Israelites:  to  whom  pertaincth  the  adop¬ 
tion,  and  the  glory,  and  the  covenants,  and  the 
giving  of  the  law,  and  the  .service  of  God,  and 
the  promises &c.  .'\fter  thus  lamenting  over 
the  fato  of  Israel,  his  "kinsmen  according  to 
tlie  flesh,”  he  chai.ges  his  strain  and  introduces 
a  reflection  full  of  comfort,  .is  a  palliative  to  his 
grief;  a  reflection  replete  with  con.sniation,  and 
nflbrJing  matter  of  real  congratulation  to  him 
and  his  Roman  brethren.  The  reflection  was 
this  :  that  notwithstanding  the  character  of  Isra¬ 
el,  in  general,  W'ns  tliat  of  unbeliever.*,  yet  they 
were  notaU  of  tlii.s  description,  there  were  some 
rrerjitions  to  tlic  general  unbelief  of  the  nation. 
“Not”  says  be,  “.is  tlioiigli  the  word  of  God 
liaili  t.ikcn  n07ie  efl'cet :  [fiir  if  it  bad  taken  none 
effect,  then  none  would  have  believed,  but  now 
it  is  otherwise :]  for  they  are  not  aU  Israel  that 
are  of  Israel.”  Here  Wfas  matter  of  joy  to  him 
that  they  were  not  all  Israel  that  were  of  Israel, 
for  Israel,  in  general,  were  vnhelierers.  But 
notwillistanding  tiiis,  there  were  some  believ¬ 
ers,  some  exceptions  to  the  general  charaeter  of 
the  nation.  Hence  it  was  “not  as  though  the 
word  of  God  hud  taken  none  effect.” 

For  there  was  at  that  time,  “a  remnant  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  election  of  grace,”  as  there  had 
been  fiirinerly  in  tlic  d.iy  of  Elias,  when  God 
said,  “  I  have  reserved  to  myself  seven  thou¬ 
sand  men  who  have  not  bowed  the  knee  to  the 
image  of  Baal.”  C'h.  xi:  4,  !r. 

•  That  tliis  was  the  apo.stle’s  incauiiig,  we  think 
cannot  be  doubted,  after  rcflectiiiF  on  the  fact  so

clearly  stated  by  him,  that  the  character  of  Is¬ 
rael,  in  general,  waa  tliatof  unbelievers.  "  Is- 
raol  which  followed  after  the  law  of  righteous¬ 
ness,  hath  not  attained  to  the  law  of  righteous¬ 
ness.  Wherefore  7  Because  they  sought  it  not 
by  faith,  but  as  it  were  by  the  works  of  die  law : 
fur  dioy  stumbled  at  diat  stumbling  stone.  I 
bear  them  record  that  they  have  a  zeal  for  God, 
but  not  .according  to  knowledge.  For  they  be¬ 
ing  ignorant  of  God’s  righteousness,  and  going 
about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  liave 
not  submitted  themselves  to  the  righteousnoss 
of  God.  To  Israel  he  saith,  all  the  day  long 
have  I  stretched  out  my  hand  to  a  disobedient 
and  gainsaying  people.  Israel  h.ith  not  obtain¬ 
ed  that  which  he  seeketh  for :  but  the  election 
hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest  were  blinded.”—- 
ix  :  31,32.  x:  2,3,21.  xi:  7.  Hence,  as  die 
character  of  Israel  was  so  bad,  unbelieving,  the 
elect  were  not  Israel,  (i.  c.  not  unbelievers,) 
tbougli  they  were  of  Israel.  And  this  fact  waa 
matter  of  congratulation  to  the  apostle. 

Therefore  when  he  says  "that  blindness  in 
part  is  happened  unto  Israel  until  the  fulness  of 
the  Gentiles  be  come  in :  and  so  all  /si oe/  •hall 
he  saved,”  it  is  perfectly  evident  he  means  that 
unbeliering  Israel  shall  then  be  brought  in, 
“grafted  into  theirown  olive  tree;”  from  which 
they  had  been  "  broken  offbecause  of  unbeliefi” 
See  Ch.  xi :  from  23d  verse  to  end.  8. 

SUNDAY  MAILS. 

The  controversy  on  this  subject,  though  it  has 
excited  the  fears  and  disturbed  the  peace  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  will  not  have  been 
without  its  attendant  benefit.*,  if  our  fellow  citi¬ 
zens  will  but  avail  diemscives  of  the  information 
yielded  them.  The  invalnnhlc  reports  which 
it  has  drawn  forth  from  Col.  Johnson,  as  well 
t*is  die  argumeiiis  used  by  the  petitioners,  have 
opened  their  eyes  to  long  standing  innovationa 
on  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our  several  state  con¬ 
stitutions,  which  wc  hope  will  now  be  almlisli- 
ed  forever.  We  allude  to  the  laws,  in  several 
of  our  state.4,  establishing  Sunday,  or  die  first 
day  of  the  week,  as  a  Sabbath,  and  compelling 
its  observance  by  the  people,  (ne  matter  what 
may  be  their  religious  .sentiments  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,)  under  penalties  and  fines.  It  has  been 
our  opinion  that  all  these  laws  are  unconstitu¬ 
tional,  opposed  to  die  rights  and  consciences  of 
many  of  our  fellow-citizens,  and  injurious  by 
tlieir  arbitrary  tendency,  to  the  perpetuity,  spi¬ 
rit,  and  well-being  of  our  free,  equal  and  repub¬ 
lican  institution.*,  and  as  such,  they  should  be 
repealed  absolutely,  totally  and  immediately.— 
With  what  propriety  can  a  Pennsylvanian  cry 
out  against  die  right  of  Congress  to  legislate  on 
a  merely  religious  subject,  when  by  his  tacit  ac¬ 
quiescence,  he  is  continuing  in  being,  in  liis 
own  state,  a  law  which  imposes  a  penalty  of 
four  dollars  on  every  mau  who  dares  infringe 
on  die  legal  Sabbath  T  Some  of  die  petitiouers 
have  argued  from  this  law,  that  the  people  of 
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I'tMinsylvania  were  in  favor  of  le»i«lation  on 
reli^ioiiK  mibjncts,  and  have  pleaded  lhi<),  and 
similar  lawn  in  other  Ktntes  ns  a  precedent  for 
Congress  I  Should  these  tilings  continue  to  he  ? 
la  it  not  the  duty  of  every  good  citizen,  who  is 
opposed  to  legislation  on  sulijccts  merely  reli¬ 
gious,  to  see  that  a  wholesome,  purifying  re¬ 
form  is  begun  at  home?  That  iinronKtitiitionnl 
laws,  in  his  own  state,  lie  first  repealed  ?  Most 
certainly  is  it;  and  guilty  of  moral  treason  to 
his  owu  conscience  and  civil  liberties,  must 
that  man  be,  who  having  his  eyes  opened  to 
ace  these  things  in  their  proper  light,  yet  refu¬ 
ses  to  act  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  under- 
atanding  and  his  conscience,  to  the  genius  and 
spirit  ofonr  free  institutions,  and  in  preservation 
of  the  civil  and  religious  liberties  of  his  fellow 
citixcnii. 

We  would  therefiirc  respectfully  siiggcil  to 
all  who  tliiiik  and  feel  as  we  do,  that  whenever 
aud  wherever  county  or  district  meetings  may 
bo  convened,  for  the  purpose  of  usccrlaiiiiiig 
the  people's  acnfimeiits  on  the  Sunday  Mail 
question,  they  bring  fiirwnrd  this  view  of  the 
subject  as  correlative  tlicrehi,  and  aid  in  getting 
up  petitions  to  the  state  legislatures  praying  for 
the  ahulitioii  of  all  unconstitutional,  all  merely 
religious  enactments  heretofore  passed  by  the 
civil  authority.  Thus  will  they  aid  more  im¬ 
mediately  in  wiping  from  our  state  escutcheons 
the  accursed  blots  of  secturiauism,  and  do  more 
to  prevent  the  infringement  of  our  ci\  il  and  re¬ 
ligious  liberties,  forever  hereafter,  than  Dr.  Kly 
and  his  whole  Christian  party  in  politics  will 
ever  be  able  to  undo. 

In  our  last  we  recommended  district  and 
county  meetings  to  be  called,  and  protests  to 
be  forwarded  to  Congress,  together  with  the 
regularly  attested  proceedings  of  the  meetings. 

We  shall  now  submit  our  reasons  fur  this 
recoiumendation.  Nutwiihstandiiig  Dr.  Ely’s 
boast  about  the  half  millions  of  our  laud,  the 
reml  number  of  his  Christian  parly  is  very  small, 
when  compared  with  tbn  great  mass  of  the 
people.  By  great  exertions  in  priv.ate,  brow¬ 
beating,  forgery  and  deception,  they  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  forming  long  lists  of  names  on  the  pe¬ 
titions,  but  get  them  to  measure  their  forces  in  a 
public  meeting,  and  behold  I  like  Dr.  Beecher's 
“  prison  of  the  universe",  il  dwindles  to  a  mere 
point.  In  Berks  co.  Pa.  at  a  very  large  county 
meeting  held  for  the  purpose,  but  four  or  fiie 
could  be  found,  and  they  retreated,  in  utter  des¬ 
pair,  licfore  the  meeting  was  closed. 

In  Chester  co.  they  so  well  knew  tlicir  ina¬ 
bility’  to  cope  with  the  |>eoplo,  that  they  called 
a  meeting  of  their  friauls  oiih/,  in  n  place  distant 
from  where  the  county  meeting  was  to  he  held  ! 
And  thus  has  it  been  in  every  place  where 
public  meetings  have  been  held,  and  thus,  too, 
will  it  ever  be ;  their  cause  is  too  had  for  them 
to  look  an  honest  and  indignant  free  people 
in  tire  face,  they  h.ad  rather  creep  into  people’s 
bouses  ami  workshops,  obtaining  signatures 


of  Uic  illiterate,  ignorant  and  iiii  ompetent ;  into 
Sunday  and  common  schools,  to  bribe  children 
to  sign  tlicir  petitions;  in  short,  they  had  rather 
descend  to  any  secret,  underhanded  method,  be¬ 
cause  at  thnt  they  know  honest  rnen  are  no 
match  fiir  them  I  Is  this  l.-tiiguago  too  si^vere  7 
Look  at  tlie  facts  in  Now-York,  and  elsewhere 
which  have  elicited  It. 

To  the  friends  of  religions  liberty,  who  do 
not  like  protests,  we  have  another  plan  to  sug¬ 
gest.  In  the  county  meeting  at  Chester  eo.  Pa. 
Col.  Johnson’s  report  was  adopted,  signed  hy 
the  nicetiiig,  circulated  by  its  committees  for 
other  signatures,  and  thus  signed,  it  was  for¬ 
warded  to  Congress.  This  plan  was  an  excel- 
ent  one,  and  may  save  tlio  trouble  of  writing 
citlier  remonstrances  or  protests. 

We  purpose  continuing  oiir  remarks  on  tins 
subject,  as  events  may  ajipear  to  call  for  them.

Then — as  if 
suddenly  remembering  the  creed  he  is  pledged 
to  support— ho  will  conclude  his  sermon  hy  in- 
furniing  tlie  Ite.arcra  how  angry.God  is  at  them 
— how  they  must  repent  and  pray  to  God,  to 
change  his  hot  displeasure  info  cheering  love, 
or  Jesu.s,  at  the  judgment  daj-,  will  sentence 
them  to  unuttcrahlo  torments  in  hell,  fur  ever 
and  ever !  At  other  times  this  order  is  reversed, 
except  perhaps  in  a  revival  sermon,  when 
nought  hut  things  liarruwing,  horrible  and  infer¬ 
nal  are  treated  of.  But  let  any  one  believe  in 
either  of  their  unqualified  declaration.-i,  and  then 
see  what  fiiith  they,  themselves,  repose  in  them. 
Sue  the  poor  victim  of  their  horrible  declara¬ 
tions,  by  his  faith  in  iheterrorsof  an  angry  God 
and  his  own  “  hell-deserving”  merits,  deprived 
of  his  rationality,  and  lifling  the  murderous  hand 
to  end  an  existence  grovx'ii  liateful  to  him — and 
what  then  do  his  teachers  say?  “Alas,  poor

even  tho  scanty  numbers  of  the  exclusively  pi¬ 
ous  of  tlie  earth  and  the  aristocracy  of  tlie  skies.

She  liad  been  for  years  past  looking  fiir 
tlie  happy  hour,  when  she  would-  leave  this 
world  of  sorrow,  and  cinhruee  her  ercr  hlp^scel 
Surioar,  in  the  peaceful  niansiotis  of  never  end¬ 
ing  hILs.s.  But  she  had  an  aged  muflier,  who 
was  her  chief  care,  and  to  whom  she  was  in¬ 
debted  for  the  snjiporl  of  infancy,  the  guidance 
ofyoiith,  and  the  lessons  oftlnit  piety  wliinh  was 
now  the  siipjiort  of  her  declining  hours.  She 
would  frcqiiMilly  say,  ”  my  stay  liero  below  is 
short,  and  lor  loysclf,  I  fear  no  evil;— hut  my 
aged  mother,  O,  how  can  1  leav'c  my  dear  mo¬ 
ther  behind !”

.At  Manheim,  Herkimer  county,  on  the  16tli 
December  last,  Mr.  (trin  Ransom,  aged  42 
years.

He  was  an 
unshaken  believer  in  God's  impartial  grace, 
which  buoyed  him  up  in  the  most  trying  mo- 
nieiit  of  death.  The  day  previous  to  his  death, 
Ireing  asked  respecting  his  faith,  he  said  his 
mind  had  been  made  up  for  years  on  that  sub¬ 
ject.  Ill  his  last  moments  he  declared  liis  w*il- 
lingiiess  to  die — which  declaration  was  the  last 
thing  he  uttered.  He  has  left  an  afflicted  wife, 
children,  relati\e.s  and  friends  to  mourn  their 
loss.  Ho  has  held  the  office  of  Supervisor  in 
said  town  for  ten  or  eleven  years,  beside  other 
respectable  offices.  He  was  an  afrcctinnale  hus¬ 
band,  a  tender  parent— courteous  to  his  associ¬ 
ates,  a  help  to  the  orphan,  and  a  friend  to  the 
widow  in  distress. 

The  public,  in  his  death,  have  experienced  a 
sensible  loss— oncof  a  spirited  citizen,  a  faithful 
and  active  servant  and  officer,  and  a  useful 
member  of  society.  Their  respect  for  his  cha¬ 
racter,  and  regret  for  his  loss,  was  evinced,  by 
a  large  concourse  attending  his  remains  to  tho 
last  home  of  all  the  living.
